The time—A summer afternoon. 
The place—A business office in 
a town of about 2,000 persons. The 
ec city has one iac- 


duces pants, and 
a small canning 
plant which op 
erates seasonal- 


dependent for 
trade on the 
farmers who live 
™ about it. Its econ- 
omy is declining. 
So is its popula- 


Most of the town’s high school 
graduates leave seeking better op- 
portunity. Television has closed 
one of the movie houses and the 
other soon will go out of business. 
The school plant is relatively new 
and is an attractive one. It has no 
laboratory for high school chemis- 
try or physics. It was not able to 
attract an advanced mathematics 
teacher for the last school year. 


For the 1961-62 sessions the 
school will be forced to use sev- 
eral teachers with “temporary” 
or “provisional’’ permits. They 
are not trained but are engaged 
because others are not available. 
The school plant includes a good 
playing field, with a small section 
of concrete stands supplemented 
by wooden bleachers. A civic club 
raised the money from the mer- 
chants. The fall football season 
makes Friday nights a time of 
fiesta. It has never occurred to 
its members to buy equipment for 
the school so it could upgrade its 
work. Nor have the civic clubs 
considered a program to raise 
money annually to supplement 
teacher pay so that competent in- 
structors could be had. 


The business man—‘“I don’t 
want any part of federal aid. It 
would lead to federal standards 
being required to receive that 
money. In time we might be told 
what to teach.” 


Scene Repeated 


This scene is repeated over 
and over again in various com- 
munities. It is sad because it is 
based on an inadequate knowledge 
of legislation and facts. Such an 
attitude reveals, too, a shocking 
unawareness of our problem. 


The business man’s children are 
going to a school which had no 
standards save those established 
by the superintendent whose own 
standards of education and ex- 
perience are meager. Children 
ir the community are receiving 
an inferior education. Any young 
minds eager to study chemistry, 
physics, or have enough mathe- 
matics to go into science, are 
barred, and lost, to such careers. 


It never seems to occur to 
these ‘usually, but not always 
sincere) opponents of federal aid 
that there is all about us evi- 
dence that local control of edu- 
cation is all too often an example 
of local failure and irresponsi- 
bility The many hundreds of 
shabby. hopeless schools, elemen- 
tary and secondary, are eloquent 
testimony to the harsh fact that 
there is no value, per se, in local 
contrcoi. What a blessing it would 
be to the children if standards 
were lequired. 


The federal control fears are 
straw men set up by those who 
accept a poverty of education for 
their children rather than abandon 
payrol! benefits from the presence 
of an inferior school. Still others 
place lucal political status above 
sound education. 


Communist Objectives 


The Russians are careful to 
educate their children so _ that 
they may better serve Communist 
objectives. They give special at- 
tention to their gifted so that the 
more talented will have oppor- 
tunity for higher education. 


Does it make sense for a free 
society to neglect its children—to 
fail those who can bring to free- 
dom and Western values their 
gifts of mind and example? Can 
the objectives of freedom be well 
served by those unfitted or un- 
trained? 


Western civilization obtained its 
greatest impetus from the intel- 
lectual and artistic forces of the 
Renaissance. Freedom depends 
on knowledge and values. We 
urgently need another such surge. 

Khrushchev's recent manifesto 
detailed plans for even greater 
amphasis on education. An edu- 
cated totalitarianism can win the 
world struggle if the free peoples 
do not themselves make full use 
of the most powerful weapon in 
the world—education and the full 
use of excellence in thought, imag- 
ination, and in doing. 

This can’t be done without fed-

FIRST MEASURE 


This determination also was 
translated Monday night into the 
first major measure that could be 
construed as a form of sanctions 
against the Soviet Union in the 
Berlin crisis as the Department of 
State announced that the United 
States would not sign an agree- 
ment establishing a New York- 
Moscow airline route. . 

The agreement, which was de- 
layed by the United States in 
May 1960 after the collapse of the 
Paris East-West summit meeting, 
had been completed several weeks 
ago and only awaited signatures. 


But the department said that 
“In view of the international 
situation for which the United 
States is not responsible, this 
government has decided that this 
is not an appropriate time to sign 
the civil air transport agreement 
which has been negotiated with 
the Soviet Union.” 


QUIET ACTION 


The decision to cut short the 
plans for air service followed the 
quiet action by the administration 
last week virtually ending for the 
time being exports of non- 
strategic goods to Communist 
countries. Strategic materials can- 
not be exported legally but the 
Department cf Commerce has the 
power to license the exports of 
goods not likely to increase the 
war-making potential of the Soviet 
bloc.

UAW to Get 
Offer from 
GM Today 


DETROIT (AP)—Labor  con- 
tract negotiations in the auto in- 
dustry moved toward a showdown 
Monday as General Motors Corp. 
informed the United Auto Work- 
ers Union the company will sub- 
mit its. first economic proposal 
Tuesday. 


GM’s director of labor rela- 
tions, Earl R. Bramblett, an- 
nounced, “‘We have advised the 
union bargaining committee that 
General Motors plans to make its 
economic proposal the first order 
of business tomorrow morning.” 


There were indications either 
Chrysler or Ford or both would 
also make their first offers Tues- 
day, although neither company 
commented publicly. 


If all three submit proposals 
chances are they will be very 
similar. Company negotiators 
have kept in close contact al- 
though there is no industrywide 
bargaining as such. 


Chrysler Corp. and the UAW 
served notice on each other of 
termination of present labor con- 
tracts at midnight Aug. 31. Ter- 
mination notices for the same 
date already were in effect at 
GM and Ford Motor Co. 


UAW. Vice President Norman 
Matthews initiated the termina- 
tion notice at Chryslér by* telling 
the company: ‘‘We feel the ter- 
mination notice is necessitated by 
the fact that we have made ab- 
‘solately no progress at the bar- 
gaining table in our efforts to ar- 
rive at a fair settlement of the 
problems of Chrysler workers.” 


Any Long- Range Aid 
Acceptable, Rusk Says 


He said that whether the funds | 
were made available by Treasury 
‘borrowing or by annual appropria- 
tions, or a mixture of both, “the 
authority to make long-term 
commitments is imperative.” 


“If wo can provide this assur- 
ance (of long-term help from the 
United: States), we believe it will 
be possible for the underdeveloped 
countries to plan the use of their 
limited resources in the most ef- 
fective manner,”’ Rusk declared. 


Many legislators from both 
House—believe it is possible for 
Congress to give President John 
F. Kennedy authority to make 
long-term commitments and still 
make the funds available by an- 
nual sppropriations. 


On the “Authorization Round” 
of the foreign aid bill last week 
the Senate approved the Presi- 
dent’s request for 2 aged 
Treasury borrowing authority, al 
though it cut his $8.8-billion re 
quest by $800 million—$200 mil- 
lion a year over the last four 
years of the program. 


REJECTED REQUEST 

The House, however, rejected 
the Treasury borrowing request 
and authorized a single appropria- 
tion of $1.2 billion—the amount he 
had asked for the first year of 
the program. 


Foreign aid bills go through 
two rounds. 


First, the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee and the House 
Foreign Affairs Committe rec- 
ommend, and each chamber 
votes on, an authorization of an 
appropriation. This sets a ceil- 
ing on the amount that can be 
appropriated. 


Second, the appropriations com- 
mittees of both Houses recom- 
mend, and each House votes on, 
the actual money to be made 
available. Usually the appropria- 
tion is less than the authoriza- 
tion. Differences between the two 
Houses on both the authorization 
and appropriation rounds must 
be resolved by conference com- 
mittees of both Houses. 


The biggest hurdle facing the 
conference committees on the au- 
thorization bill, which were named 
Monday, is to find a compromise 
between the Senate’s approval of 
Treasury borrowing authority and 
the House’s insistence on control 
of the purse through annual ap- 
propriations.

Deserve a Say in It 


House Speaker George Smith has a 
good idea about fixing salaries of leg- 
islators. 

He wants to arrive at a specific an- 
nual salary, then amend the Constitu- 
tion to insert the figure. 

Georgia voters rejected last Novem- 
ber’s effort to amend the Constitution and 
insert provision for an annual salary 
without naming the figure. 

But he feels the people will buy the 
idea if they know what they are buying. 

The idea is good. It would save the 
taxpayer a lot of money that now goes 
to the legislators for committee work be- 
tween terms—work that frequently is not 
very hard or necessary. 

Even more blessedly, a constitutional 
provision for a set salary would spare 
the groaning taxpayers of the state any 
more of the fast raises such as the legis- 
lators voted themselves last January. 
That fit of self-generosity raised their pay 
from $1,600 to $2,000 with little debate 
and less humility. | 

We will certainly endorse the consti- 
tutional amendment Mr. Smith proposes 
—provided it sets a salary that is in line 
with what the job is worth to the people 
who pay it, and ‘is no longer set by the 
whim of the man who draws it.

“Impatience, that's my biggest problem,” says 
the former governor of North Carolina. “I like to see things get 


done.” 

He has no trouble keeping up 
with the rest of the crowd on the 
New Frontier. He is 18 years 
older than the President, 10 
years older than Arthur Gold- 
berg, the next most elderly 
member of the Cabinet. 

“I’m young in heart, young in 
spirit,” says Hodges. ‘‘And you'll 
notice I’m the only one who drives 
a Thunderbird.” 


Hodges would like to drive the 
Commerce Department at a 
sports-car pace, but he finds that 
in bureaucracy it is a little hard 
to step on the gas. 

A former Rotary Club presi- 
dent, he has tried to introduce 
some booster methods into the 
30,000-man department. Recently, 
he sent around to all hands a six 
months report of ‘‘accomplish- 
ments, programming and ad- 
vance planning’’ prefaced by a 
letter from the boss saying that 
it struck him forcibly that the 
record “‘would be a source of 
pride and a stimulus to further 
achievement by all employes.”

This rare-sensed coincidence notwithstanding, there are many 
who come to church who prefer a ‘‘massage’’ rather than a message. Proof is everywhere: happy- 
talk preachers who leave the impression that all is sweetness and light, that the world is a delightful, 
fair and wondrous place to live in. Well, it is a wondrous place, but all is not sweetness and light, 
nor is fairness even remotely in evidence on a global basis. The ‘‘positive-thinking’’ school of modern 
disciples who see a rainbow even in a mudhole, who shrink from the ugly profile of reality while look- 
ing for some minute, non-existent pastel, order their theology and form of worship a la massage 


every time. 

Such deception is a far cry 
from the message of Jesus 
Christ. The voice of a prophet 
has never been popular. Usual- 
ly a prophetic message deals 
not only with future prospects 
but with present conditions as 
they are.

two weeks’ active duty. Commanded by Gen. Carl Sutherland, who in civilian life is personnel di- 
rector for the city of Atlanta, this Wildcat division, 6,000 strong, is said to be the only reserve outfit 
of its kind in the country to bivouac in the field, simulating war-time conditions.

The U.S. Army announced that 
a supply convoy of two jeeps 
and 14 trucks traveled through 
East Germany to West Berlin on 
the autobahn without incident 
Monday afternoon. The convoy 
carried quartermaster supplies 
for the 1,500 men of the battle 
group that arrived here Sunday, 
bringing the American garrison 
to a total of 6,500. 


FIVE SENTENCED 


Meanwhile, the Communists an- 
nounced the sentencing of five 
East and West Berliners who had 
demonstrated against the closing 
of the border between East and 
West Berlin on the night of Aug. 
13. 


The East German news agency, 
ADN, said a court in East Berlin 
sentenced the men to terms rang- 
ing from 3% years to six months 
in prison on charges of “‘provoca- 
tion, instigation and assault on 
state security organs.” 


The Communists continued to 
sharpen their measures isolating 
East Berlin. They ordered com- 
muters who had worked in West 
Berlin before access was cut off

Western visitors to East Berlin 
Monday said the people’s resent- 
ment at the border actions was 
being expressed almost openly in 
street cars and other public 
places. One East Berliner told a 
visitor, without bothering to lower 
his voice, ‘‘We can speak up now. 
We are in a concentration camp 
already. What more can happen?”’ 


West Berlin police said a few 
refugees from East Germany con- 
tinued to make their way to West 
Berlin across the barbed wire and 
walls of concrete despite the Com- 
munists’ attempts to seal off 
every last escape route.

Maj. Peter Cutler, commander 
of the British company, drawn up 
near the border, carried a sub- 
machinegun under his arm as he 
deployed his men in the field.

All measures 
taken in recent days, climaxing 
with Johnson’s visit to Berlin also 
were designed to erase the initial 
disenchantment by West Berliners 
over what had first appeared to 
them to be weak U.S. reaction to 
the closing of the border between 
East and West Berlin. by East 
Germany on Aug. 13. 


U.S., British, French and West 
German diplomats were reported 
Monday to be discussing whether 
and how to make an approach to 
the Soviet Union for possible broad 
negotiations, and a decision may 
be forthcoming later this week.

An attempt by two Roman Cath- 
olic priests to participate in the 
‘freedom rider’’ movement ap- 
parently was called off Monday 
after they were on their way. 


The Rev. Richard Wagner, 29, 
chaplain at Xavier University in 
New Orleans and a teacher at 
St. Augustine’s High School there, 
and the Rev. Philip Berrigan, 37, 
also a teacher at St. Augustine's, 
departed from New York en 
route to Jackson, Miss. 


They were to be the first Ro- 
man Catholic clergy to join in 
the segregation testing activities 
sponsored by the Congress of Ra- 
cial Equality. 

But when they arrived by plane 
in Atlanta a message awaited 
them to call the Very Rev. George 
F. O'Dea, superior general, in 
Baltimore. The two white priests 
told the Associated Press they 
had been called back. They de- 
clirled to give a reason and O’Dea 
refused to comment in Baltimore. 

Asked if they were disappointed, 
both said, ‘We certainly are.” 

Wagner and Berrigan had 
planned to test segregation regu- 
lations at the airport and bus ter- 
minals in Jackson. They were go- 
ing to wait for the bus to take 
them home to New Orleans in the 
Negro waiting room.

With sentiment what it has always been for 
an umpire, and this event showing no improve- 
ment in brotherhood, this would hardly seem a 
likely spot for a woman big as a minute, with a 
small, round face, a soft voice, and an unguarded, 
almost ingenuous manner. 


But aside from the deeper etching of the scratch lines wrin- 
kling between her very blue eyes, and the slump of her narrow 
shoulders suggesting a trace of fatigue, Mrs. MacDougall shows 
no signs of being buffeted unduly by the pressures of her po- 
sition, which are sure to increase as Sept. 13 draws ever nigher. 


Already one suit has been filed against her committee and its 
chairman by a candidate protesting his name being placed on 
the second line of the ballot. 


Margaret MacDougall is a born politician. Her father, a 
member of South Carolina’s legislature, indoctrinated her early 
into the heated arena. 


Her education stressed political science and government. 


Early in her marriage to the late Robert MacDougall, she be- 
came a participant in the Atlanta League of Women Voters, and 
later served that tireless group as chairman of its board. 


With her husband, she was ever in the vortex of political 
action in this state. Though onlookers often remarked that Bob 
MacDougall seemed conservative, while his active wife seemed 
much more liberal, this was only a surface observation. 


Mr. MacDougall was more liberal than he appeared; his wife, 
more conservative. Privately, they shared the same point of view, 
and each of them understood it. 


As a matter of fact, no one was more delighted than Bob Mac- 
Dougall at his wife’s civic spunk, and her service on the Atlanta 
City Executive Committee gratified him deeply. 


He felt that her training in gathering facts, her fervor for 
decency, her devotion to thorough research qualified her pre- 
cisely for the demands of the job. 


Mrs. MacDougall was elected in 1951, when two new city 
wards were created. In 1953, when a new committee went in, she 
was the only old member. She was re-elected in 1957, and in 1958 
was selected chairman. 


“No man,”’ she says in explanation, ‘“‘has the time for this job. 
The secretary, now Albert C. Morris Jr., and the chairman spend 
equal time on it. I have been in this office continuously since the 
Fourth of July, and we never get through.”’ 


An election committee in Atlanta, operating under our “‘out- 

moded and unsound’’ election system of primary, run-over, and 

general election, must supervise every detail, from setting fees, 

“gy candidates, managing voting machines, setting up 
, ete. 


It is a tremendous job, requiring deft cooperation with many 
city departments, and in Atlanta, which runs into two counties, 
the cooperation of DeKalb and Fulton County officials as well. 


Mrs. MacDougall, who admits she has the ‘“‘time sense of a 
geologist,” has studied model election codes of every major city 
in. America, and has just edited the Primary Election Code, made 
“int conformity with the unwieldy Atlanta law, in which the rules 
~are carefully elucidated and indexed. 


“Tt is still not good,” she says, “‘someday we must overhaul 
-@ur entire election system.” 


For example, if no candidate for mayor attains 51 per cent 
of the votes cast on Sept. 13, we are bound by law to hold a run- 
over election within 10 days. With the 10th day falling on Satur- 
sor hay will mean only nine days to mount a complete election 
facility.

“When the housewife retums 
from the supermarket, she “us 
ually makes the refrigerator her 
first stop,” said Martha, “so, 
it’s handy to have the refrigera- 
tor located near the entrance.” 


“Plan at least 48 inches of 
space between parallel walls,” 
recommends Martha. ‘“Other- 
wise,” she adds, “you'll have 
collisions with cabinets, espe- 
cially when doors are open.” 


Plan the storage space so 
that you save yourself extra 
steps. “Store foods, appliances 
and implements near the area 
in which they are used,” .re- 
minded Martha. Saucepans and 
cooking utensils are best if 
stored in sink area. Spices, pot- 
holders, cake racks and sefv- 
ing dishes belong near the 
range. : 

You will also be interested 
in knowing that de luxe warm 
white lights blend in with in- 
candescent lights and glamorize 
food and you! ““The room size 
determines the amount of light,” 
points out Martha, “but remem- 
ber, one 100-watt light is not 
enough for the whole kitchen.” 


LIGHTING 


“You should include lighting 
in each area along with the 
overhead lighting. For instarice, 
there should be a light directly 
over the refrigerator, a second 
lighting fixture over the sink 
and another over the range,” 
said the home economist. 


“It is recommended,” con- 
tinued Martha, ‘that shelves 
and cabinets should not extend 
all the way to the ceiling.” 


A false paneling or “furring” 
is suggested in modern kitchens 
to prevent accidents. If cabi- 
nets run all the way to the ceil- 
ings, the housewife may fall 
trying to reach some piece of 
equipment from the top shelf.

The Rebel Bell 


Had Salk or Sabin vaccine been discovered by the 
time World War I flared up in Europe, Rache Bell even- 
tually might have become known as one of professional 
baseball’s great leaders and thinkers. 


As it was, the friendly little Atlanta attorney, handicapped 
from early childhood by an attack of polio, earned the respect, 
admiration and friendship of many celebrated people in the game 

he loved above all else. 


News of his unexpected death here 
on June 17, 1961 at age 48 put lumps 
in the throats of many he helped 
climb the baseball ladder that physi- 
cal limitations kept him from climbing 
himself. 

Branch Rickey, Frank Rickey and 
Kid Elberfeld were among those gain- 
— ing great stature in baseball who came 
. to regard Bell with affection and con- 
a sidered him a man of rare acumen in 
= matters pertaining to the national 

== pastime. 
As manager of the Northside 
Terrors and/or as a scout for the 


ball in the 1930s. 


Of these, Marty Marion, Hugh Casey and Jim Bagby Jr. be 
came major league stars of magnitude. Johnny (Red) Marion, now 
scouting for the New York Mets, became a highly successful man- 
ager in the high minor leagues. Ernie Harwell became one of the 
nation’s best known sportscasters. Johnny Echols, Joel Tierce and 
Archie: Martin knew some success in the minors.

A letter from Harwell, who started as the radio voice of the 
Atlanta Crackers and broadcast games of the Dodgers, New York 
Giants and Baltimore Orioles before heralding deeds of the Detroit 
Tigers, tells how Bell helped him go “‘big league.”’ 


‘‘My first meeting with Rickey developed when Rache called 
me on Rickey’s orders at the Ansley Hotel. This led to my being 
hired to broadcast Brooklyn games in 1948,’ types Harwell, an 
Emory graduate who once “interned’’ on The Constitution sports 
desk. 


“Rebel,”’ as all his friends called Bell, ‘“thad a wonderful dis- 
position and always seemed to be in good humor in spite of his 
handicap.”’ says Harwell. ‘Il think he knew as ‘much about base- 
ball, players and strategy as anybody I ever met.’ 


Johnny Marion made the same statement about Bell during 
the recent Southern Association All-Star recess in Birmingham. 
And Marty Marion, ‘Mr. Shortstop’ of the Cards and the 
National League’s Most Valuable Player Award winner in the 
early 1940s, made a similar contention to me on a visit in 
Judge Hugh MclIntire’s office a score of years ago when “The 
Rebel” was the judge’s legal secretary. 


Bell, Emory grad of 1936, was one of the most remarkable 
fellows ever to brighten the Atlanta sports scene if only because 
sports and baseball were only off-duty hobbies he pursued with 
enough zeal and know-how to be regarded as a top authority by 
top authorities. 


From 1937 until his death he practiced law with attorney Paul 
(Bud) Lindsay and was highly active in church and civic affairs.

WARM SPRINGS FOUNDATION was es- 
tablished here, providing therapy to 
many victims of polio over the years. 


60m. LITTLE WHITE HOUSE, a surpris- 


ingly modest cottage in the sun- 
dappled woods. The house is largely 
retained as it was when FDR died 
here in 1945. Roosevelt, who loved 
trees and nature, chose a natural 
setting for his home, and then per- 
mitted only essential landscaping. In- 
side the living room are the same 
partly burned logs in the fireplace as 
there were on April 12, 1945, and the 
unfinished portrait for which Roose- 
velt was sitting when he was fatally 
stricken. 


You may also visit the nearby 
museum building, opened by the State 
in 1961, to display the priceless col- 
lection of Roosevelt mementoes from 
all over the world. Among its multi- 
farious and fascinating objects are a 
silk-embroidered portrait of Wash- 
ington from China, a miniature throne 
of avodire wood from the African 
Gold Coast, and a walking stick 
showing the heads of all the United 
States Presidents. Drive South to 
the junction with Route 190, then 
turn West. 


65m. DOWDELL’S KNOB, one of the late 


President’s favorite spots on the scenic 
drive through FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT

Stay Alert 
Driving on 
Freeways 


The American Automobile Association has 
prepared an interesting and informative booklet 
on Freeway driving. The following rules are in- 
valuable in Getting the Most Out of Freeway 


Driving. 

1. Be physically fit and men- 
tally alert. 

2. Make sure your car's tires, 
brakes and other equipment 
are in a condition to meet the 
strains of Freeway driving. 


3. Determine in advance the 
route you will take. Know your |hour 
entrance and exit points so that 
you can identify them readily. 

4. Quick interpretation of 
signs is necessary because of 
high-speed driving. 

5. Signs may be located in 
various places—overhead, on 
the right side of the roadway 
or in the median strip. 

6. Watch carefully for signs 
which may establish special 
control or direction for traffic 
in particular lanes. 

7. If you miss yotr turn, 
never back up but continue on 
to the next exi‘ or interchange. 

8. Be on the lookout for tem- 
porary emergency or construc- 
tion signs. 

9. Observe speed. limits on 
ramps and access roads. 

10. As you approach the 
Freeway, watch for a safe gap 
in Freeway traffic. 

11. Signal your intention to 
merge well in advance. 

12. Pick up speed on the ac- 
celeration lane and enter it at 
a safe gap in the adjacent lane 
of traffic.
